March 12, two members of the 
Cabinet, Hon. Ian Mackenzie and Hon. 
Pernàrid Rinf ret will meet with a delegation 
of students from Canadian Universities. On 
this occasion a student petition expressing 
the views of students on some verj' essen- 
tial aspects of foreign poliej' will be form- 
ally presented to the Canadian Government. 
Under present circumstances where from 
one end of the country to another, the 
Government's policy on defence and other 
questions is being heatedly debated, this 
meeting at Ottawa acquires a peculiar 
significance. The. eyes of Canadian stu- 
dents will be directed towards Ottawa on 
March 12. 

From the day the news of the petition 
was flashed across the country, i-epercus- 
.sions were heard in many universities. 
Student Councils at Queen's, Ottawa Univ- 
ersity, McGill, University of Montreal, 
passed resolutions supporting the petition. 
Editorials on the text were written in many 
of the Journals. Today at Kingston, an 
onen meeting ..sponsored by the Student 
Council is being held to determine the at- 
t kide of students on the question. A 
E'mllar meeting has already been held at 
-'cGill. 

While support of the petition has been 
: -oneral, a certain amount of criticism has 
„r Lo3n voiced. Such criticism is most valu- 
', a' ls: at the very least it helps fulfill one 
of the primary aims of those sponsoring 
the petition. This was to arouse interest on 
jîroblems to which comparatively little 
I^S 'thought has been devoted to date. At the 
ê' same time, students who criticize the peti- 
1: tion should first take the precaution to 
^r:; familiarize themselves with the text. 

Thus one of the commonest comments 
Jhas been as follows: "This petition attacks 
^conscription — ^therefore I oppose it." Even 
^ casual siin'ey of the text will reveal that 
:'*he petition does NOT attack conscription 
in general. It does request that that right 
of the government to conscript for active 
service abroad without the introduction of 
special legislation in Pariiament as granted 
; py the Militia Act of 1906 be removed. 
'^'^'This is an entirely different issue. One 
thing is certain. Is'o student should sign 
the petition or refuse to sign it without 
first familiarizing himself with the text 
and deciding for himself what his own 
tyjewB on the matter are.

A noted puUllsher hap- 
pened to be visltinir at Atlantak&ndj|licarlnR about 
the large blue envelopes, ho doSnlmKallS' see tlieni. 
The entire house Wns scoured for tho envelopes, 
their contents were shown to -the publisher, and the 
Immediate rfsult was the publication oC "Gone With 
The Wind". 

"Gone With The Wind" Is * historical novel, 
and deserves to bo ranked among the best In our 
lltemtnre. Tho background for the plot Is tho Ame- 
rican Civil War of ISfll to But It Is not merely 
a background. War In all its phases, honour and 
disgrace, patriotism and Ireachcry, Joy and despair, 
are described with care nnU critical tnslirhl. The 
newly-emanclpalcd darkles, the victorious Yankees, 
all form collectively a vital pm-i. of tho nlory, sl- 
though we nieci very few of thctii IndlviduuUy. We 
also feel througli nil tho ohaptciii the Influence of the 
fertile soil, the white cotton fields, and the drowsy 
ollmnte of the South. And so Miss Mitchell does 
not give us the erroneous feeling, as many authors 
In writing a similar book undoubtedly would, that 
So.irlett O'Hnm, the heroine, Is tho most Imiwrtanl 
thing Uiat happened during tho American Civil War. 

Util Scarlett O'Hnra Is certalnli* Jmportant, as 
is Rhett Butler, tho hero. In them we have true- 
to-llfe heroes, heroes who are not necessarily endow 
od with ever>- good and virtuous quality In order 
|o play an Important part In life. Scarlett' Is heart- 
less, selfish,' and nierv:cnary. Rhett i,i somewhat 
like her, but whereas everything about Scarlett Is 
superflcliil, Rhett Is not so shallow. Scarlett U sel- 
fish bociuso she is Ignorant; Rhett, because he Is 
experienced. 

The first scene .of the story i.s Tara, the great 
Southern plantation of Gerald O'Hara, HI* dauffh- 
ter, Scarlett, is the bell of tho country. Life is 
languid and peaceful. There is "a glamour to It— 
.a perfection, a symmetry liko Gi-eclan art". IlUt 
already there are rumours of war. And when war 
does come, the Southerners, brave and gallant, enter 
Into It enthusiastically, to fight for their "Cause", 
Scarlett reaches Uie age of understanding In time to 
see the old, pleasant life, the plantations, the grow- 
ing towns "gone Tilth the wind", the wind of fierce 
warfare. She meets the situation boldly. The chsrm 
of her aristocratic mother and tho shrewdness of 
her Irish peasant father see her through. She 
violates convention. Is. disgraced many times, even 
kills a man, but does not break her vow never to 
be hungr}' again as In the first days of the Tankees' 
triumph. By various methods, for the most part 
unscrupulous, she becomes rich at last, but realize-s 
that this is not all. Her thoughts turn, and she 
returns, to Tara, with Its fertile soil, the white cot- 
ton fields, and the drowsy cUmato.

"In.stinct has been regarded by 
many liivr.silgatois as a strange 
and Incomprohensible mystery," 
deilaied In. It. ]'. lialikm. in an 
address beloie Ihe Mi.ologlcal .So- 
• iety last night on I hn .subject of 
"Intiilncla from a I'liyslolofrlcnl 
Viewpoint," 

The lecturer weni on lo point out 
thai instincts are inliorn, .sonic a|i- 
peaiins ai birlli. e.g., .stickling In- 
stinct in mammals, wliMc some np- 
pear later on, .such as the défensive 
Inslluct, the se.\-uarinsllnci, et al, 
riiey apiiear without wi.sh or know- 
ledge of Ihe organism and repeal 
thomacive.s in the same form In any 
one species, bntg more or less cha- 
tacterisiic of a group. Or. Babkin 
ilescrîbcd the various types of re- 
ficxc.s under the folloning head- 
ings: simple icrioxes. compound re- 
fiexe.e, .-(llicd reflexes and chain rel 
riexe.«.
